JACKSON vims, Pla., April 27.—The in- 


surgents In Cuba are likely to have within 
a few days the most extensive old that 
anysingle expedition has yet furnished. 
The biggest kind of a filibustering expedi- 
tion left this city last night for Cuba. 


The steamship which arrived at this 


port last night at 8 o'clock has left for 
Cuban shores, being loaded with arms and 
ammunition while the United States rev- 
oDue cutter Bontwell and every official 
connected with the United States court 
were out of the city. 


The work of loading the ship was com- 


pleted at 1.29 o'clock this morning. The 
arms and ammunitions placed abroad 
were 4000 
rifles, 
4000 revolvers, 
3000 


machetes, eight Hotchkiss and Galling 
guns, and 3,000,000 cartridges. 


The insurgents'friendly ship had well 


chosen the time of loading, but the 
absence of the United States officials was 
only accidental. There was no collusion. 


The Spanish vice-consul was in the city 


and became awareof what was transpir- 
ing. 
Unable to find any United States 


officers, he of coarse was helpless, and 
became almost frantic. He went so far 
as to try to enter the dock where the 
vessel was being laden, and with Spanish 
sympathizers stop the vessel's potting 
off. 


But the Cubans' friends prevented him 
doing so. 


As the laden vessell sailed down the 


river, she picked up twenty Cubans re- 
cently arrived from New York. The ship 
will sail for the coast Final del Bio, which 
General Maceo now controls. 


SENT FOR A WARSHIP, 


And Then the Turkish Government 


Decided to Yiold to the United 


States.

CONSTANTINOPLE,

George Knapp was surrendered to the 
United States consul at Alexandretta 
Saturday, as announced exclusively in the 
Associated Press dispatches thit after- 
noon. 


Details have reached Constantinople 
oday which show that considerable trou- 
ble was brewing and that no action was 
aken until a United States warship was 
actually telegraphed for. 


It is now learned that Mr. TCnapp was a 
>risoner throughout the journey to the 
coast and was detained at Alleppo five 
days, while the authorities made futile ef- 
"orts to compel him to sign an agreement 
never to return to Bitlis. After he reached 
Alexandretta, the authorities refused to de 
iver Mr. Knapp to the American Consul. 
The letter telegraphed Charge d'Affaires 
Riddle, who energetically demanded the 
Turkish government to keep its engage- 


ient. At the same time he telegraphed 


the cruiser Marblehead at Mersina to 
proceed immediately to Alexandretta and 
that the vessel be placed at the disposal of 
the consul. As soon as the porte learned 
the latter fact, a telegraph for the release 
of Mr. Knapp was sent. It was undoubt- 
edly intended to violate the agreement 
and deport the minister.

KEY WEST, Fla., April 27.—The mail 


from Havana today says Delgado, the 
American, is slowly convalescing from the 
wounds inflicted by tbe Spanish soldiers 
under tbe orders of General Melquizo 
several weeks ago. 


That brutal officer is still butchering 


people in the providence of Havana. 
Although an official investigation shows 
Melquizo guilty of all the charges against 
him, he had not been suspended from 
command. 
„ 


It is believed he possesses enough in- 


fluence at Madrid to make it exceedingly 
uncomfortable for any superior officer 
who might endeavor to punish him. 
Within two weeks near Campo Florida 
Melquizo butchered nine peaceable coun 
try men. At Mines nineteen Paclflcos fell 
into his clutches and were shot. 


Near Bainoa he razed ten farms and 


gathered forty laborers together and 
killed them in cold blood. The most hor- 
rible phase of the last butchery was the 
fact that women and children were among 
the massacred. In the vicinity of Jarnco 
he slautered forty-seven persons working 
in the fields. His barbarity is hideous.

The usual way of counterfeit- 
ing a pigeon blood ruby is to take a Slam 
ruby and cut it like a rose diamond. A 
pa la oriental ruby is then cut in the same 
shape and the flat surfaces glued together. 
Last year a new kind of imitation pigeon 
blood ruby came on the market. It was 
made of a Slam ruby and a very palo In-

Will Supply lh« T«wa'a Want for 


Wntcv. 


The question was asked several times 


during the special fin district meeting 
Saturday afternoon, "Where are we at?" 
The mooting was to adopt some means of 
supplying the town with water. There 
has been a scarcity for several years and 
on September 8, 1894, a committee was 
appointed to investigate and report the 
best means of remedying the natter. 


This 
committee 
investigated and 


through them a bill was passed in the 
state legislature empowering the district 
to issue bonds to the amount of $60,000. 
The committee's report favored the sink- 
ing of wells at Cheshire harbor and 
repairins the Bassett brook rekorvoir. 
By motion of A. B. Mole the report was 
accepted and placed on file. 


Judge Bixby submitted to the consid- 


eration of tile meeting two propositions 
of 
the 
Adams 
Power 
company, 


the first to sell to the district for $30,000 
the water from their wells at Zylonite to 
an amount not to exceed 1,000,000 gallons 
a day and pump the same into the mains; 
to keep the Bassett reservoir full for $11 
per day that the running of a pump is 
necessary. 


The second proposition amounted to 


the same thing except the purchase of 
the supply. It provided to furnish 1,000- 
000 gallons a day for a term not less than 
twenty years for the consideration of 
$2,500 a year. 


Judge Bixby moved the adoption of the 


first 
proposition and James Renfrew 


seconded the motion. The question was 
hotly discussed and finally voted. 


Then came the matter of accepting the 


provisions of the recent act of the legis- 
lature and Dr. C. W. Burluu moved their 
adoption. This was lost. 


A. B. Mole moved that a new commit- 


tee be appointed to confer with the state 
board of health on the water question. 
This motion was lost and Mr. Mole mr.de 
another to to re-appoint the old commit- 
tee for the same purpose. 


Finally Fred B. Shan-made a motion to 


instruct the prudential committee to con- 
tract with the Power company according 
to the vote of the meeting. This motion 
was carried and the meeting dissolved. 


The whole meeting was a fight between 


the friends and opponents of the Adama 
power company and on every motion 
there were the same ayes and the same 
noes.

fESTS Of THE RELIABILITY OF REC- 


OLLECTION AT COLUMBIA. 


*. Queitlon Th»t I* Often Artted In Court 


TrlmU That I« Not Always Easily An- 
«ra»4 Correctly—Lack of Acoir»cy of 


' the Memory In Common Ocourrenoel* 


I bare tried in various ways to sjacure a 


quantitative determination of the reliabil- 
ity of recollection and evidence and will 
faere report on the answers to some ques- 
tions asked toe junior class in psychology 
in Columbia college In March, 1893. Tho 
questions were cAswered in ail or In part 
by the 66 students present. Several simple 
questions were first asked and the stu- 
dents allowed in each case one-naif minute 
to consider and write the answer. They 
were also requested to assign the confi- 
dence which they felt In the correctness of 
their answer. 
Tho first question was, 


"What was the weather a week ago today?" 
Tho answers were pretty equally dlslribut- 
eg over all kinds of weather which are pos- 
sible at the beginning of March. Of the 
58 answers 16 may he classed as "clear," 
13 "rain," 7 "snow," 9 "stormy," 0 
"oloudy" and 6 partly stormy and partly 
clear. (On the day in question It snowed 
In the morning and cleared in the late aft- 
ernoon.) It seems that an average man 
with a moderate time for reflection cannot 
state much better what tho weather was a 
week ago than what it will be a week 
henoo. Yet tbis Is a question that might 
naturally ba asked in a court of justice. 
An unscrupulous attorney can discredit 
tho statements of a truthful witness by 
cunningly selected questions. Tbe jury, 
or at least the judge, should know how far 
errors in recollection ore normal and how 
they vary under different conditions. 


When asked "What was the weather two 


wooksagof'aO students answered "clear 
and 18 "stormy." The confidence In this 
case was slight, only two being sura that 
their answers were correct and eight hav- 
ing some confidence, while tho others were 
doubtful or did not answer at all. 
Three 


questions were asked with a view to learn- 
ing the ordinary accuracy of observation: 
"Do chestnut trees or oak trees lose their 
leaves the earlier in the autumn?" "Do 
horses in the field stand with head or tall 
to tho wind!" "In what direction do the 
seeds of nn apple point?" The questions 
were all answered correctly more often 
thau incorrectly, but only by a jrioilerate 
majority. Thus 30 students thought that 
chestnut trees loso their leaves the earlier 
In tho autumn, and 21 were of the opposite 
opinion; 84 students thought t list horses 
in the field stand with tails to tho wind, 
aud 19 thought they stand facing it. Thus 
in only about three oases out of five will a 
college student answer such a question 
correctly. 


Each class of persons would of course 


have a different index of precision. In 
tho present cases country boys would prob- 
ably do better, whereas in other directions, 
aa in judging of character, they might nut 
do so well. This opens up nn interesting 
direction of research. Is the ordinary ob- 
servation of men oij women better, of stu- 
dents in classical or scientific! conrses, etc? 
Tho degree of confidence may be noticed. 
The students were sum their answers were 
correct in all 84 times, aud in these cases 
they were in foot correct 27 timos. They 
were somewhat or quite doubtful in all TO 
times, and in these cases were correct 37 
times, scarcely more than a majority. 
Thoir judgment of their own accuracy waf! 
therefore of somjvvalue, and tho degree of 
confidence can v>*»h advantage be taken in 
ordinary testimony. But there is great 
individual difference in this respect. 


Some observers aro nearly always sure 


thai; they aro right, whereas others whose 
decision is equally or more likely to be 
correct aro much less confident. In other 
and more elaborate experiments I havo 
found that when an observer is entirely 
doubtful, for example, as to which of two 
weights Is tho heavier and makes a guess, 
his guess is more likely to be right than 
wrong. This opens an opportunity for 
determining the port played by subcon- 
scious Inference in tbe decisions of dal'y 
life, as in judging the character from tne 
face. 


As regards the direction in which tho 


seeds in nn apple point, 24 answers were 
"upward," or "towardstem;" 18"toward 
oentjcr," 13 "downward" and three "out- 
ward." The reader may bs left to decide 
whether or not ho knows in what direction 
tho eeofls, in fact, point, and what infor- 
mation he can obtain from these answers. 
Thrno questions were asked intended to 
detcrmino the avorago accuracy in esti- 
mating weight, distanco and time These 
wore tho weight of tho textbook (James' 
"Briefer Course" in psychology) used by 
the class, the distance between two builrl- 
lugs ou tho college grounds and tho tin-e 
usually taken by students to walk from 
tho entrance door of the building to t ha 
door of the locture room. In these ci<r«3 
there was a narked tendency to undoras't- 
mato weight nnd to overestimate time. 
Length was overestimated, but to a less 
degree. For tho magnitudes used tha 
average variation was about one-third of 
the weight anil one-half of tho distance or 
time. The actual errors wero larger in 
tho case of weight anil timo, but not in 
the cnsoof distance. Thomlddloostimatc, 
cr median value, is in all cases smeller 
than the average. Tho dogreo of com - 
denco of the observer does not in these 
oases seem to measure objective accuracy.

HER EXTERNAL RELATIONS IN DANGER 


THENEWCUBANLOAN 


Its Success Highly Slates the Jun- 


ta in New York. 


Vltliuate Conflict Between the Two Cham- 


ber* Xearlns the Inevitable—Germany 


Intendii To Surplus Franc* In 


the Manor of Klfles. 


Uci-lin, April 37.—The prospect of a 


collision between the French senate 
and the chamber of deputies resulting 
from changes in the constitution plac- 
ing no control over the power of a sin- 
gle chamber is regarded in responsible 
government quarters here as a matter 
of the gravest concern. The mere 
resignation of a cabinet upon a party 
question has long been considered a 
matter of small moment, but the pres- 
ent situation threatens to shako the 
stability of the external relations of 
the Frem-h republic. In an article 
commenting upon this state of affairs 
the Rational Zeitung holds to the be- 
lief that henceforth the permanency of 
the policy of France is impossible to 
re'y upon and that sooner or later the 
internal troubles of the republic will bo 
reflected upon the relations of France 
with foreign powers. The Vossischo 
Zeitung expresses fear that the con- 
stitution of France will not furnish 
President Faurc with adequate means 
to avert an ultimate conflict between 
the two chambers, though he may be 
able to hit upon temporary expedients 
to delay the struggle, which is Hearing 
the inevitable, and the interested Eu- 
ropean powers ought to exert their in- 
fluence to the end of securing a new 
form of government for France. The 
feeling of uneasiness, inspiring these 
and similar comments by the press is 
due to belief that the existence of the 
senate restrains the dangerous im- 
pulses o}' the democratic chamber. 
Whatever political etripe of govern- 
ment Frunce has had s>ince 1870 not 
one of thorn has ceased to prepare to 
take the forefront in a conflict for the 
restoration of her military supremacy 
in Europe. 


Germany Intends To Surpass France. 
It has been learned by the German 


war office that the Bourgeoise ministry 
some time before it: fall had decided 
toaikth'S chambers for a credit of 
470,000,000 francs for the purpose of 
supplying the army with quick-firing 
guns of a pattern superior to any that 
has yet been produced. This, however, 
was not a surprise to the war office, 
which had already provided designs I 
for a ne\v quick-firing gun supposed to 
be a great deal more effective than the 
French weapon. The invention has i 
long been in the possession of the war 
office an<l has been kept a complete se- 
cret, the government being reluctant 
to order the construction of the guna, 
as a radical change in the artillery 
equipment of the army would involve 
an outlay of 200,000,000 marks. Now 
that Frj:nee is likely to obtain anew 
and formidable gun it is imperative 
that thf reichstag must be asked for 
the necessary credits to strengthen 
the artillery equipment of Germany. 
Confidence is felt in official circles that 
the reichstag will recognize the fact 
that the artillery of the military serv- 
ice urgently requires the credit and 
that upon hearing the ministerial 
statement upon the subject may also 
grant a naval credit, and 90 bring both 
the military and naval service up to 
date. 


Opinions on Snntli African Affairs. 
The officially inspired press, speak- 


Ing freely on the subject, are giving 
out an accurate expression of official 
and pul'lie opinion as to the relations 
of Great Britain in South Africa, which 
the papers, declare are not alone con- 
fined 
to 
encroachments upon the 


Transv.ial, but upon the whole Afri- 
kander interests, to which Germany, 
these journals assort, is now inclined 
to U-nclOT moral support andeven diplo- 
matic intervention. 
The Vossisehe 


Zeitunj,' blames Mr Chamberlain, the 
British colonial secretary, for want of 
tact in dealing' with 1'resident Kruger 
of the Transvaal republic, for insulting 
the T'oor administration by accusing it 
of xvho'esale corruption, and for acting 
throughout as though it were an ab- 
solute fact that South Africa is going 
to pieces. "It is an extremely serious 
mattei," the paper continues, ''to find 
that tlie words 'race war' are current 
throughout the Cape. 
If a conflict 


takes place between England and the 
Trar.s-.anl the British possessions in 
South Africa will be at stuke." The 
Altdoutsehe Blatter boldly contends 
that the Germans End the Boers ought 
to ho d together and force back En- 
glish invabion and forever make South 
Africa a great field for German immi- 
gration, where Germans could preserve 
their nationality and give solid support 
to German doctrines, theories and in- 
terests everywhere. 


Fatally Injured by a Colt. 


Waterbury, Conn., April 27.—Charles 


H. Parks of Naug-atuck, a prominent 
contractor and builder, was probably 
fatally injured yesterday by a colt that 
he was breaking becoming unmanage- 
able and Mr. Parks being pulled over 
the backboard and thrown head fore- 
most to the ground. Artificial apo- 
plexy was superinduced, causing com- 
plete paralysis of the right side. He 
will probably die.

BIDS FOR MORE THAN $9,000,000 


Thla Money Expected To Go a Long Way 


Toward Freeing the Island ot Her 


Oppressors—Spain's Early 


Defeat Predicted. 


New York, April 27.—The members 


of the Cuban junta in this city are 
highly elated over the success of the 
new Cuban loan, and it is said that 
Senor Falma intends to use this ex- 
traordinary increase of the Cuban 
fund to send at once to Cuba several 
expeditions which can provide Gomez 
and Maceo with means enough to end 
the war soon. The bids asked were for 
32,000,000 of bonds of the republic of 
Cuba, and when the letters, numbering; 
several hundred, were opened, it was 
found that proposals had been made 
for more that 89,000,000 of the bonds, 
the offers varying from 35 per cent, .of 
the face value to par. 
An estimate 


mado by Senor Guerra shows that the 
average bids were 62K per cent, 


Americans Backing Their Belief. 


A prominent member of the junta, 


speaking this morning of this financial 
success, said that it was an evidence of 
the view with which Americans gener- 
ally regarded the struggle in Cuba. He 
said that people with money to invest 
in large amounts were generally very 
cautious, and that the amount bid 
showed that the people of the United 
States believed, with justice, that the 
Cubans were bound to finally oust the 
Spaniards from the soil of Cuba. This 
had been the belief of Cubans and the 
friends of Cuba from the time the war 
began, and they were now backing 
their belief in a very substantial man- 
ner, jt was very gratifying, he said, 
to know that the cause of Cuba had 
not only the sympathy of Americans, 
but also their financial assistance on 
its side. 


Predicts Early Cuban Success. 


When this large sum of money had 


been paid in and transmitted to Cuba 
in the shape of arms, ammunition, 
provisions, clothing and medical sup- 
plies, he had no doubt that the Spani- 
ards would be driven from the island 
by the end of the year. In fact, he 
felt confident enough to predict thai 
the war would be ended by the defeat 
of the Spanish before the year was 
out, in view of the fact that, while 
Cuba's resources were continually on 
the increase, those of Spain were de- 
clining rapidly and her absolute and 
final bankruptcy was only a question 
of a short time. 
When that event 


came to pass Spain, even if not driven 
from Cuba by force of arms, would 
be compelled to evacuate the island 
by sheer financial inability to any 
longer maintain an army there. 


BATTLE OF GUANAJA. 


Additional Details of tlio Severe Defeat 


of the Spanish Troopi. 


New York, April 27.—The correspon- 


dent of the New York Herald at San- 
tiago de Cuba sends the following new j 
concerning- the recent battle near | 
Guanaja: "Col. Gonzalez had received j 
word that Hen. Oliver's troops would 
pass near Campana. He arranged nn 
ambush of rapiil-Fro guns which would 
sweep the road. The Spanish troops 
were stopped on the road toward Gua- 
naja. Many were killed by the fire of 
the cannon and the rest took to their 
heels in awful rout, followed by the 
insurgent cavalry. 
It is difficult to 


describe the panic. The Cubans cap- 
tured the officers' horses and mules 
loaded with clothes, food, arms, ammu- 
nition and correspondence. The Span- 
iards ran to the beach, which was near, 
to take boat for Remedies. They could 
not retreat by land with their killed 
and wounded. 
Gonzalez's few men 


could not divide so as to keep their 
ground and pursue at the same time. 
They knew the Spaniards would stop 
to burn country houses as they passed, 
but they had previously prepared shells 
in the houses, which exploded, killing 
many troops." 


SITUATION IN CUBA. 


Views of J. Frank Clark, at Home from 


thi* Island. 


New York, April 37.—J. Frank Clark, 


the staff correspondent of the United 
Press, who has returned to New York 
after an absence of five months in 
Cuba, in speaking of the situation in 
that island, says that Cuba is surely 
slipping away from Spain. The latter 
country is responsible for some of the 
vilest atrocities ever committed. He 
says that of Spam's regular troops, 
85,000 have succumbed to disease and 
bullets during the year, and 15,000 are 
in the hospitals or have been relieved 
from duty. The insurgent forces, ac- 
cording to Mr. Clark, now number 
about 35,000 to 40,000 men.

Washington, April 27.—Gen. Gros- 


venor, in his regular weekly statement 
of McKinley votes, declines, as usual, 
to make any figures upon other peo- 
ple's strength, confining his figures to 
a comparison of the MeKinley vote and 
the number necessary to a choice, 450. 
He also declines to discuss the accuracy 
of the tables of votes of anybody, and 
says: "I rely with absolute confidence 
upon ultimate results to vindicate my 
figures." McKinley's strength, as Gen.' 
Grosvenor gives it, stands to-day at 
444. He further states: "Idonot place 
any votes in Connecticut or New Hamp- 
shire in the McKinley table at this 
time, although I see that he is credited 
with three Connecticut delegates. I 
prefer to leave those states to make 
their status when the roll of the con- 
vention is called, and I may add in 
this same connection that there are a 
considerable number of delegates not 
classed as McKinley men in other 
states than 
Connecticut and New 


Hamphire who may be relied upon to 
protect McKinley from any combina- 
tion looking to his defeat. 


A Pleasant Prospect. 


"Now, looking forward the prospect 


is very pleasant. There are about 200 
delegates to be elected hereafter, as 
follows: Alabama 4, Georgia 4, Illinois 
12, Vermont 8, Arizona 8, California 18, 
Michigan 28, Nevada 6, West Virginia

BOTTE'S BODY FOUND. 


Hot Known Whether He Committed Sui- 


cide or Was Murdered. 


Salamanca, N. Y.. April 27.—The 


body of John Botte, who left his home 
in Limestone March 31 last to go to 
Bradford in search of work, and who 
has been missing since then, was 
found yesterday in the Tuna ereek at 
Itviags Mills. It is not known whether 
he committed suicide or was the victim 
of foul play. Botte was 47 years old 
and had a wife and two children. His 
parents live in Philadelphia.

FRIGHTENED THE TURKS. 


American Charge d'Affaires Secures tin 


Release of Rev. Mr. Knapp. 


Washington, April 37.—Advices re- 


ceived from Constantipole give the 
following account of the manner in 
which John 
W. Riddle, American 


charge d'affaires in that city, secured 
the release of Eev. George Knapp. On 
Friday Mr. Riddle received advices 
from Iskanderoon that the Turkish 
authorities refused to deliver Bev. 
George Knapp, the American mission- 
ary who was recently expelled from 
Bitlis on charges of sedition and who 
was to come to Constantipole for trial, 
and were determined to send him 
away from the country on. the Euro- 
pean steamer that sailed from Is- 
kanderoon Friday evening. Mr. Riddle 
informed Sir Phillip Currie, the British 
ambassador, and M. Cambon, 
the 


French ambassador, of the situation, 
and went to the porte where he showed 
the written promise of Tewfik Pasha, 
the foreign minister, to deliver Mr. 
Knapp to the American legation for 
trial. He advised Tewflk Pasha that 
it would be better for him to keep this 
promise, and at the same time tele- 
graphe i to the American consular agent 
at Iskanderoon and Mcrsine to call for 
an American cruiser if it should be 
necessary to secure the delivery of Mr. 
Knapp.

now sends dispatches stating that Mr.

Prospects of atoner Tariff Discussion in tfc» 


Bonnie. 


'Washington, April 27.—The senate 


will probably continue to devote most 
of Its time this week to the considera- 
tion of appropriation bills, being far 
behind the house in the disposition of 
these bills. Mr. Hale will call up the 
naval bill to-day. Mr. Trye expects to 
report the river and harbor bill either 
to-day or to-morrow at the latest, and 
it is the expectation that both theje 
bills will be passed before the week is 
ended. Mr. Sherman may renew his 
attempt to secure the passage of the 
bill to repeal the free alcohol for the 
arts clause of the tariff bill. Should 
he do so Senators Lodge, Chandler, 
Platt and Pritchard will vigorously 
oppose him, and it is openly said that 
if this matter is pressed it will involve 
an indefinite prolongation of the ses- 
sion and the opening of a general 
tariff discussion. Meanwhile, Mr. Pef- 
fer's bond resolution, now divested of 
nearly all its salient features, holds its 
place as the unfinished business, giv- 
ing way from day to day for the con- 
sideration of appropriation bills. Wed- 
nesday Mr. Vilas will present resolu- 
tions accepting the statue of Pierre 
Marquette, and will make a speech on 
the resolution. 


House of Representatives. 


It is'probable that the general pen- 


sion bill will be brought to a vote iu 
the house this afternoon. Under the 
operation of an order to be reported 
by the committee on rules, Gen. Hen- 
derson, chairman of the committee on 
judiciary, expects that the house will 
then take up the bankruptcy bill and 
discuss it for two or three days. Mr. 
Babcock, chairman of the District of 
Columbia committee, to which commit- 
tee Monday's session is assigned under 
the rnles, says that if deprived of 
that day's session, his committee will 
insist upon some other day in the week 
in which to press district bills. Aside 
from the pension and bankruptcy 
bills, the programme of the house is 
uncertain and dependent upon de- 
velopments from day to day. 


THE CONTRACTORS' FAULT. 


Cause of tlie Terrible Mine Disaster at 


Chihuahua, Mexico. 


El Paso, Tex., April 27.—The latest 


ne.vsof the catastrophe at the Santa 
Eualia mines near Chihuahua, Mex., 
last Friday, is» to the effect that eigh- 
ty-five men were working in the mines 
when it caved in, burying sixty-seven 
of the men, all of whom were Mexicans. 
Recently contracts were let to a num- 
ber of Mexican miners and laborers to 
take ore from the old workings at so 
much per ton. In their eagerness to 
secure large quantities of ore with the 
least labor these contractors began 
tearing down the ore pillars which sup- 
ported the roof of the mine. They | 
also cut away masses of ore that had 
been left between the chambers. Thus 
weakened, the ground began to give 
away at 2 o'clock Friday morning and 
almost instantly sixty-seven of the men 
at work under ground were cut off 
from escape. Gov. Ahumada is on the 
ground with a large force of men work- 
ing to recover the buried. Thirty-seven 
men have been recovered, ten dead, 
seven dying and twenty fatally hurt. 
At last accounts there were thirty men 
still iu the ruins, with no hope of re- 
covering them alive.

DAMAGE TO PROPERTY ENORMOUS 


H1LUIS BROTHERS LYNCHED. 


Hashed Mob Overpowers the McMinnvUle, 


Tenn., Jailor and Removes Prisoners. 
Nashville, Tenn., April 37.—Fifteen 


masked men entered the residence of 
the jailor at MeJlinnville, Tenn., yes- 
terday, overpowered the jailor, took 
his keys and entered the jail. They 
were after William and Victor Hillis, 
who were awaiting trial charged with 
the murder of Carroll Martin, in Van- 
buren county in August, 1894. Without 
giving the Hillis boys time to don any 
clothing, the masked men then pro- 
ceeded to their horses and, mounting, 
rode quickly and silently out of town 
to a point about five miles southeast of 
Mcilinnville, near Shells Ford, where 
they hanged the tv.-o brothers to the 
same tree. 
EMPEROR WILLIAM IRRITATED. 
Wants England To Declare Neutrality In 


Connection -with the Transvaal. 


London, April 27.—A dispatch from 


Berlin says it is reported that Emperor 
William is extremely irritated by the 
speech made by Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain at the Constitutional club 
on Wednesday night last, in which he 
said that Great Britain must be para- 
mount in South Africa and not allow 
any foreign intervention. His majesty, 
it is said, has instructed Count von 
Hatzfeldt, ihe German ambassador, to 
secure from Lord Salisbury a declara- 
tion of neutrality in connection with, 
the Transvaal and Delagoa bay. 


Every Member of Four Families Wounded. 


Tearing Through a Farming Commu- 


nity, It E.eft Nothing Standing-- 


Horses and Cattle Perished. 


Clay Center, Kan., April ST.—The 


terrible cyclone which sped through 
Clay county late Saturday night dealt 
death and destruction on every hand. 
As far as known this morning' live peo- 
ple were killed, throe fatally wounded 
and seventeen injured. The doctors 
have not returned from the scene of 
the disaster. It ia known, however, 
that every member of th6 families ci 
John Morris, F. Welkin, Peter Ander- 
son and Henry Gardner was hurt, and 
three of them have wounds said to be 
fatal. 


Damaffe to Property JEnormons. 


A large number ot horses and cattle 


were killed and the damage to farm 
property is enormous. The cyclone 
started about six miles south of Clifton 
and went in a northeasterly direction 
for twelve or fifteen miles and then 
lost its force by spreading. It passed 
about hall way between Clifton and 
Morganville. 
Its track varied from 


150 yards to a quarter of a mile in 
•width. 
It tore through a farming 


community and nothing is left stand- 
ing. Houses and barns were wrecked, 
trees torn up or broken, fences leveled 
and hay stacks blown ia every direc- 
tiou. 
The cyclone was followed by 


a terrific rain storm which 
1,-r-ited 


several hours, flooding the devastated 
district. 


Carried Halt a Mile by the Wind. 


The storm struck Peter Anderson's 


home at 9:30 p. m. This was about a 
mile from the starting point. 
The 


house was demolished in an instant. 
Every member of the Anderson family 
was injured. When they had extricated 
themselves from the debris they dis- 
covered that Anderson's grandchild 
was missing. The dead body of the 
child was found in a ravine half a mile 
away. It evidently had been carried 
there by the wind. Anderson alarmed 
the neighbors who lived out of the 
path of the storn and search was com- 
menced for victim but little headway 
was made in the rain. 


Finned Down hi Wreckage. 


Couriers were sent to Clifton and 


Morganville for doctors, but it was 
daylight before they arrived. Many of 
the injured lay all night in agony, 
pinned down by wreckage, while oth- 
ers crawled or hobbled across the 
country to neighboring houses. In 
several instances persons were lifted 
into the air by the cyclone and carried 
for a distance and then suddenly 
dropped. Buildings also were lifted 
up and hurled to the ground with 
great force. The wife and daughter 
of John Morris were reading when the 
shock came. The house was divided. 
The ladies managed to get out, when 
the wind picked them up, carried them 
200 yards and dropped them on a pile 
of straw. The people for miles around 
gathered at the different points where 
damage had been done and rendered 
assistance in every way possible. The 
track of the storm resembled a piece of 
ground leveled with a roller, It is be- 
lieved much damage was done in the 
vicinity of Palmer, Washington coun- 
ty, but the details cannot be learned. 
It is, impossible at this time to esti- 
mate the damage to building* and 
other property.
